ENGLISH CLERGYMAN ON PLYING SAUCERS 


(Originally copied from the regular Church Newsletter published 
hy the Rev. G. H. Nicholson, Rector of the Church of St. Mary, 
the Virgin, Lurfield, England. SCOOP reprints from: THE TRUTH 
SEEKER - Vol. 20. No. 4. New Plymouth, New Zealand) 

PLYING SAUCERS — Prejudices, confusion and incredulity will 
not unnaturally arise with the advent of new, inexplicable, and 
strange phenomena. Let us see if we can rightly and profitably 
treat this mystery that now confronts the world and which we can 
no longer ignore. 

We may well ask, Are these "Unidentified Plying Objects" the 
astral "chariots of God" mentioned in Scripture? Are they some of 
the "signs of the heavens" that our Lord gave, and which would ''in¬ 
dicate His very near return? We should also ask, Are they instru¬ 
ments of a Satanically indwelt person on Earth, who will "make fire 
come down from heaven on the earth in the sight of men" in his at¬ 
tempt to dominate the world? This, and other ideas for using space 
to conduct warfare on earth have not escaped the attention of the 
Military profession in the nations of the so-called "nuclear club". 

... Apart from what I have read, my personal experience in 
these matters has been limited to interviewing people who have sight 
ed UFO'S in this neighborhood. Their general reaction has been to 
feel somewhat awed. It has been enough to change their minds com¬ 
pletely from being unbelievers in these things to being firmly con¬ 
vinced of their reality, and that they are objects that do not be¬ 
long to this earth. UFO’S have been sighted all over the world by 
all types of people from the highly trained to the most primitive 
and there are cases where sightings have been well substantiated 
by scientific instruments. They have been photographed in color, 
plotted on radar screens, detected by geiger counters and the U.S. 
Air Force has taken motion pictures of them. Many such facts as 
these have been deposited in Government top-secret files and not 
made public hitherto. 

The above is not the whole story. For many years serious lit¬ 
erature has been published upon this subject and which has been en¬ 
tirely ignored by the general public. Whether statements made are 
true or false, it is right that we should consider them because 
they have a bearing upon what the Scriptures tell us. . 

It is allegded that physical contact has been made with the 
occupants of these space vehicles and that earth men have been tak¬ 
en up by these space men into outer space and brought back, space¬ 
men have claimed to be servants of God. They say that their pre¬ 
sent job is to monitor the earth continually and that this has to 
do with their future work j.n the judgement that is shortly to come 
upon the world. 

CONTINUED 
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There is going to be a great space-lift of all God's true 
followers by the Saucers and other space craft to outer space. 

Some of those left behind will have to undergo horrifying remed¬ 
ial experiences and be reincarnated on another planet, and the re¬ 
mainder, the worst of mankind, together with the Earth, will be 
burnt up, after which the true followers of Christ will be brought 
back to earth. The spacemen treat this as a repeat of recorded 
history because God acted this way previously in outer space. 

THE CHRISTIAN REACTION ... Christians need to react rightly 
to this, and our Lord has shown us how. We must bear in mind the 
fearful Satanic Deception that will deceive the whole world in the 
last days, and, as our Lord has told us, it will operate also in 
connection with His return. But He has promised the "Holy Ghost 
to lead us into all truth and to show us things to come." God has 
told us also through His prophet that "the Lord will do nothing 
but he revealth his secret unto his servants the prophets." To 
know who are the true prophets and servants of God, the Old Tes¬ 
tament warns us "To the law and the testimony: if they speak not 
according to the word (the Scriptures) it is because there is no 
light in them." St. John in the New Testament similarly exhorts 
us, "Beloved, believe not every spirit, but try the spirits, whether 
they are of God; because -as we know - many flase prophets are 
gone into the world." So, while we should not necessarily believe, 
nor disbelieve, what the spacemen are reputed to have said, we 
should do exactly what we are told to do. That is, we should 
check up on everything and see whether it passes the t est of the 
Scriptures, and seek the guidance of the Holy Ghost to lead us to 
a right judgement in all things. 

WHAT WE SHOULD BELIEVE ... In our ideas upon the "spaceage" 
we have departed very far from the plain statements of the Script¬ 
ures. Par from our arrogant ideas of invading space, it is WE 
who are to be invaded amd completely taken over by people from 
outer space. Science has no knowledge of extra-terrestrial life, 
but Jesus has shown us that the heavens are inhabited by His angels 
and His "elect", and that when He returns, His angels will "gather 
together His elect from the four winds and from one end of heaven 
to the other" and whom He will bring with Him. So when He comes 
to judge the world, we do not know what vast armies He will bring 
with Him from the immensities of outer space, where, to our know¬ 
ledge, there are well over a hundred million start. As St. Jude 
says He will come "with ten thousands of his saints to execute 
judgement upon all."

his rebuke with flames of fire. For by fire and by sword will the 
Lord plead with all flesh; and the slaim of the Lord will be many". 
... St. Peter also confirms this. In "The day of the Lord" he says 
"the heavens .and the earth are reserved unto fire against the day 
of judgement and perdition of ungodly men," and in which he says 
"The elements shall melt with fervent heat, the earth' also and the 
works that are therein shall be burned up." He goes on to add that 
we should be "hasting unto" this fearful destruction, which is a 
SELECTIVE DESTRUCTION of the wicked only, because "according to 
his promise we look for a new heaven and a new earth wherein dwell- 
eth righteousness.

This is not all the Scriptures have to say upon astral trans¬ 
portation, but if the saucers should cause us to believe in God 
and His Word; to repent of our national and individual sins, and 
to turn to Him with all our heart in view of what surely come to 
pass, .they will have served a very great purpose, in addition to 
any role they may have to play in the days to come.

ASTRONAUTS SEE THEM TOO!

INTRODUCTION : This article deals with sightings made by astro¬ 

nauts - with the exception of the Gemini 1 tracking and the Gemini 
V sighting which was made by a civilian. Such things as the mys¬ 
terious silence, of such satellites as Telstar 11 ■, and then their 
return, will not be dealt with. 

FRIENDSHIP Vll - Col. Glenn was launched on Feb. 20, 1962. His 
flight is Catalogue No. 240. Astronaut Glenn photographed a streak 
of light. In his second orbit he saw three objects. They follow¬ 
ed and overtook his capsul at different speeds... 

X-15 - On April 30, 1962, Major Joe Walker flew an X-15 at speeds 
over Mach 3. His rear-view movie camera's film showed he was foll¬ 
owed by six cylindrical or disc-shaped objects. Most of the time 
they were flying in formation. The film was only shown once, no 
pictures were released and the explanation was given as ice flakes. 

AURORA Vll - Scott Carpenter was the pilot for Catalogue No, 295. 
His spacecraft was launched on May 24, 1962 and re-entered the same 
day after 3 orbits. He took a picture of what wqs explained as a 
'firefly' with a hand camera. The picture, which looks like a good 
shot of a 'saucer', was released by NASA. 

X- 15 - During Major Bob White's record high-altitude flight to al¬ 
most 59 miles - he sighted several foreign objects. He described 
one object like a piece of paper the size of an adult hand. His 
flight took place on July 17, 1962 and he was the fifth American 
to receive astronaut's wings. (Flights over 50 miles high are off¬ 
icially space flight) A large gray-white object appeared and paced 
him at 3832 M.P.H. and then moved ahead of him. 

SIGMA Vll - Catalogue No. 433 was launched on Oct. 3, 1962 and af¬ 
ter almost 6 orbits re-entered the same day. Walter Schirra saw a 
large .glowing patch hovering in space over the Indian Ocean. 

FAITH Vll - Gordon Cooper observed a greenish object that glowed 
over Austrailia during his 15th. orbit. FAITH Vll was-satellite 
Catalogue No. 576. It was launched May 15, 1963 and re-entered the 
following day. It was during this day that the sighting was made. 
The object was also visible from the ground. Personnel at Muchea 
estimated it to be about one hundred miles high. During his 4th. 
orbit transmission with Hawaii ground station was interrupted by 
an unknown object. He also observed an enourmous, luminous blob 
high over South America. 
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GEMINI- TITAN 1 - This un-manned flight (catalogue No. 782) was 
launched April 8, 1964 and decayed four days later. It was foll¬ 
owed by four objects in its first orbit. 

VOSKHOI) 1 - Catalogue No. 904 was a 3 man Russian flight launched 
Oct. 12, 1964. They were allegedly surrounded by a formation of 
swiftly-moving discs. 

VOSKHOI) 11 - Catalogue No. 1274 - was launched March 8, 1965. ... 
They saw an unidentifiable satellite just before they mysteriously 
re-entered. They landed almost 900 miles off target in a tree. 
GEMINI - TITAN IV - Satellite No. 1390 - launched June 3, 1965. 
Astronaut James McDivitt photographed an object of unknown origin 
on June 4.... Five frames were taken at the rate of 6 frames per 
second. McDivirtt said arms were stuck to it. NASA. officials say 
it shows an unidentifiable white dot, which is yellow-whote in 
colour and appears somewhat egg-shaped. There were many explanat¬ 
ions - the Air Force said it was the satellite Pegasus. NORAD said 
it MIGHT have been Pegasus ( If NORAD, which is responsible for the 
protection of North America doesn't know for sure, then its a fine 
shape we are in) NASA states is WASN'T a satellite. A second ob¬ 
ject was cylindrical in shape. It had a tail of light and a fan¬ 
like glow. This object was seen during the 21st-.- orbit by both 
astronauts....The 3rd. sighting was during the 38th. orbit over 
China - and it showed what looked like 11 a bright star moving fast". 
GEMINI TITAN - V - Several seconds prior to the lauch - a UFO was 
seen and recorded on a movie. Film showed 3 objects. A mysterious 
submarine was also seen. 

GENINI- TITAN Vll .i- ...launched Dec. 4, 1965....A photo was t aken 
of earth by astronauts Eorman and Lovell and released.by NASA. It 
shows twin ovals with glowing undersides. 

GENINI-TITAN 1 - ATDA -...Launched Junel, 1966... The Defense Dept. 

announced that three UFO'S went into orbit with it. 

GENINI - TITAN X - Two bright objects were seen in the orbital 
path shortly dfter launch...on July 8, 1966. Astronauts said it 
looked like GT-10 was going along with the objects. When NASA was 
trying to get bearing on objects - they disappeared... 

GEMINI- TITAN Xll - James Lovell and Edwin Aldrin were the passen¬ 
gers of Satellite No. 2566 - which was launched on Nov. 11, 1966. 
They Haw four objects which were lined up in a row which were not 
stars. The explanation was that the objects were THREE garbage 
bags deposited by the- astronauts. The re-entry Occurred on Nov. 1$.

The list of "Positive fact according to Scien¬ 
tific Law" turning out to be incorrect because of blind adherence, v 
to the belief that current knowledge establishes the foundation and 
rules for future discoveries is endless. Until such time as man 
awakens to the vast amount of knowledge he has yet to learn, the 
Majors and Professors of this world will continue to puur forth 
their 'faith' or 'facts'. 

Before closing,'I must take one statement from another portion 
of this magazine and discuss it, because it seems to be a favorite 
saying with ufo-debunkers - "Scientists are held in scorn by most 
ufo 'believers'" This simple statement gives the impression that 
ufologists dislike the scientific community because they disprove 
what we believe. That interpretation is far from the turuth. Scien¬ 
tific fact is one thing we hunger for, yes, even beg for. Scientif¬ 
ic cooperation is beyond our dreams. Yet, we do hold them in scorn, 
not because they disprove anything, but because of their habit of 
fitting each detail into pigeon holes and if it does not fit, then 
throwing it away. ONE scientific fact, based upon years of research 
can be wiped away by the discovery of another fact that proves it 
wrong. Taking Block One - and putting it in hole ONE - means fact. 
Putting' Block One into hole Two upsets the balance and cannot be 
allowed - even if the block fits better! Science itself is not 
scorned by ufologists, only those that practice it with blind ob¬ 
edience, ridgedly following the narrow path of un-imaginativness. 

All the while refusing to look up at the horizon of "what might be"

... Thus, if thought transmissions do involve color displays, 
this would seemingly involve energy vibrations and powers. Another 
report concerned a luminous humanoid surrounded by brilliant lights 
dazzling to the eyes. On this basis, the colors appear to involve 
various forms of electrical' energy, magnetic forces and other unknown 
types of energy-power. ( By the way, if the average height of UFO oc¬ 
cupants is about 3.5 feet - what relationship could this have with 
the:fact that the entrance passage into the Great Pyramid of Gizeh is 
about 4 ft. high? (circa 2600 L.C.) Why did the builders make the 
passage this height and too low for the average human being? 

All in all, the UFO'S display a pattern of intellegent control 
and higher knowledge. Moreover, the UFO'S show an intellegent re¬ 
action to stimuli — not necessarily a programmed reaction like a ro¬ 
bot. That is, if a plane approaches, the UFO may veer away as if un¬ 
der intellegent and observant control of some occupant. This seem¬ 
ingly shows the watching eyes of the occupants and their reactions 
to Earth environments. Other cases concern objects that disappear 
and fade away before the observers eyes... is it possible that they 
re-appcar in some other section of the Universe by using some type 
of space-warp? The Bible contains cases where human beings disappear, 
or re-appear, walk thru walls, etc. In another UFO case, a photo of 
a "circle" in the sky seemed to show that sections of the object were 
invisible and did not appear on camera film! 

According to the Los Angeles Times, a volcano erupted unexpected¬ 
ly in an ancient lake on an Antartic island and wrecked the scientific 
bases of three nations, forcing scientists to flee. This happened on 
Monday, December 4, 1967. NO volcanic eruption had been reported in 
more than 120 years on the island — the last report cming during 1844. 
Chilian army helicopters took 30 Chilian and eight British researchers 
from the Deception Island area in the Antartic. Ash and rock and lava 
erupted over the area. It is 600 miles south of the Southern tip of 
South America. On the same day, a series of earthquakes hit the north 
ern Gulf of California, with the strongest quake on December 5.

On July 2 and 3, 1965, scientific personnel at the Antartic base 
reported sighting a huge lens-shaped object, solid in appearance — 
mostly red and green in color, and changing at times to yellow, blue, 
white and orange, moving in a zigzagging trajectory toward the east.

THE MATTO GROSSO RIDDLES LY ARMANI) A. LAPRADE 


Once again, after a lapse of many years, a British scientific 

expedition has set out for Brazil's foreboding Matto Grosso -- 

(Great Forrest) to explore the possibility of a highway. The Brit¬ 
ish government ,hopes to construct it through this large un-explor- 
ed region; which is about twice the size of Texas. 

The leader of the expedition, Dr. Ian Bishop, zoologist, flew 
to Brazil and made preparations for the other members of the group 
who joined him in June (1967). The group includes an anthropolo¬ 
gist, biologist, sociologist and botanist. This expedition is be¬ 
ing undertaken jointly by Britain's Royal Geographic Society and 
Royal Society of Scientists in behalf of the Brazilian Governments 
Central Brazil Foundation. 

The expedition, which is expected to spend about two years in 
the area, will center its activities around the Xingu River Basin. 
This area is characterized by plutonic rocks and a queer plant 
louse. The rocks have been formed under the influence of volcanic 
fires, with no alluvial layers denoting past submersion. The queer 
plant louse, Brazilaphis Bondari, named after Professor Bondar, 
lives on the lowest parts of plants and any inundation would at 
once have exterminated this most ancient insect. These two facts 
suggest that this strange area may never have been water since the 
azoic age. A mighty interesting region to explore! 

Hostile indians armed with poison arrows inhabit this area and 
flesh-eating piranha fish infest its rivers. The Indians of the 
Matto Grosso say that a great white race once ruled their ances¬ 
tors, thousands of-years ago, from great walled cities ( no trace 
of this has yet been found). The Indians also say that the region 
became one of vast swamps and deep jungles where giant saurians 
and other monstrous animals roamed and moved into the ruins. 

Another interesting aspect is that, 42 years ago, Col. Phillip 
Henry Fawcett, his son Jack, (both British) and an American, named 
Raleigh Rimell, vanished in the Matto Grosso. The last words from 
this expedition came from the Xingu River Basin. They had planned 
to locate one of the dead cities. Fourteen years earlier, Colonel 
Fawcett, an experienced explorer, scientist and geographer, explor¬ 
ed the Caupolican in Eastern Bolivia. He was near the Rio Heath 
(Heath River) when he came upon a large reedy and swampy lagoon. 

In the slime of the beach he was startled; "Tracks, huge and un¬ 
recognizable", as of some monster; like a dinosaur! Some Indians 
also -assert -that other fearsome animals inhabit the unknown table¬ 
land lying farther east in Central Brazil (EVEN TODAY). and.... 

in the Matto Grosso!! 
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In 1933, Mr. Charles Hasler, engineer and explorer, related 
that in the unknown jungles of. Amazonas, a strange white man was 
the god of a fierce tribe of head-hunting Indians in the vicinity 
of the Rio Parintintins. The strange white man came from the 
North in a great bird which soared over the treetops of the dense 
forrest and LANDED in the middle of a rocky —CLEARING . Some In- r 

dians describe the bird as being oval-shaped; sans plummage. 

Could this possibly indicate the landing of a flying saucer which ^ 

had mechanical difficulties? 

. In June of 1965* a group of Lrazilian explorers also 

started hacking a trail through the virgin jungles of that region, 
to open the central Brazilizn jungles -- for colonization. The 
expedition set out northward through unexplored country to reach 
Cachimbo, in Para State, about 485 miles distant and past jungle 
giants . These giants are of the Kraihakoro tribe, mostly more 
than six feet tall, who use enourmous bows with deadly accuracy, 
and have killed strangers who get too close to their hunting 
grounds. Indian service officers say they have never really suc¬ 
ceeded in making contact with the Jungle Giants. Did the exped¬ 
ition stumble upon Fawcett? A saucer? Or, a god-like being with 
fair skin? In 1951, bones were discovered in a shallow grave, 
near where some suppossed was Fawcett’s trail. - Scientists in 
Lritain and Brazil agreed, they were not Fawcett's nor those of 
the two youths. A British journalist, Edmar Morel, sent to find 
Fawcett returned several years ago with a fair-skinned Indian boy 
who claimed he was Jack's son, by his marriage to an Indian girl. 

The Fawcett family refused to believe the story. Fawcett's other 
son, Brian, now 60, led ane xpedition into the region shortly af¬ 
ter the bones were found, but learned nothing. 

Earlier this year, Brian did state that he was convinced 
that the whole story, that all three were murdered by the Kalap- 
avlos, is false. He thinks the whole tale was cooked up in hopes 
of collecting reward money for information. He believes there is 
a distinct possibility of his brother, Jack, being alive.
